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REPORT 


TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Forty-eighth Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report twenty meetings have been held. We have made 315 
orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides providing 
for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our control. 


3. Of the amount of our solicitor’s costs for the past year, a sum of £31 5s. lOd. 
only is chargeable upon the Vote as irrecoverable, the remainder being provided for out 
of the various charity funds. 


4. The aggregate amounts held by us on the 1st of January, 1893, were as follows:—

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Amongst these were funds for the Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers Society ; Female 
Blind Asylum, Merrion ; Mater Misericord im Hospital; St. Vincent’s Hospital ; Jer vis- 
street Hospital ; Hospital for Incurables, Donnybrook ; Deaf and Dumb, Cabra ; St. 
Joseph’s Night Asylum, Brickfield-lane, Dublin ; Mercer’s Hospital ; the Orphanage, 
North William-street, Dublin; the Poor of Rathpatrick, County Kilkenny; for a 
Bourse d’Etude, St. Mel’s College, Longford ; for Clothing and Educating poor children 
of the town of Dungarvan; for Prizes for children of the Episcopalian Sunday Schools, 
at Ballinlough, Cloughjordan, and Christ Church, Belfast ; for the Dublin Prison Gate 
Mission ; for the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, Drogheda ; for the Sisters of Charity, 
Fair-street, Drogheda ; for erecting a Church in connection with the Church of 
Ireland, at Siddan, County Meath. 

Under an order of the Chancery Division of the High Court of Justice, we received 
a fund consisting of £2,114 185. 8 d. Government Consols, £640 165. Bank of Ireland 
Stock, and £1,476 Debenture Stock of the London and North-Western Railway Com- 
pany, for the Seaton Association, the object of which is to assist the widows, resident 
in Ireland, of soldiers killed in the Crimean War, and to benefit the wives, widows, and 
children of soldiers serving or who may have served in Ireland. 

By the Will of Mr. James Campbell it was directed that all the residue of his 
property should be transferred to us in trust to apply one-half of the income thereof to 
the Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers Society, one-fourth of the income to the Hospital 
for Incurables at Donnybrook, and the remaining fourth thereof to the Mendicity 
Institution. We have agreed to accept a transfer of the property when realized and 
placed in suitable investments. 

7. In Margaret A. Keogh’s charity we received a sum of £l,000, left by the Testatrix, 
to be distributed, within five years following her decease, among the poor of Crumlin, 
County Dublin, and being of opinion that the distribution of such a sum, within the time 
specified, among the poor of the district named, would have a demoralising effect, we 
have applied by petition to the Chancery Division to sanction the application of the 
annual interest on the capital of the bequest to the relief of any genuine distress among 
the poor of Crumlin. 

8. In the case of the Royal College of Physicians for Ireland, an important decision of 
the Court of Appeal confirmed the decision of the Land Commission Court, ..that 
Trustees for Collegiate and Charitable purposes, notwithstanding that they are 
restrained from alienating by the Statute, 15 George II. (Ireland), can sell lands, but 
not without obtaining the sanction of the Chancery Division of the High Court of 
Justice in Ireland, or the consent of this Board, or adopting the methods prescribed 
by the Lands Clauses Consolidation Acts. 

9. In the case of Ellen Blair’s Charity mentioned in our report for last year, a Scheme 

has been framed by the Vice-Chancellor directing the funds to be paid over to us, to 
be applied in building and maintaining a Church on the Island of Innisbiggle off the 
shores of County Mayo. . . ; 

10. A question having been asked in the House of Commons as to the audit of 
certain Charity Accounts by this Board, we directed our Secretaries to call the attention 
of the Chief Secretary for Ireland to the fact that this Board has no legal power to 
compel Trustees for Charities to furnish or vouch accounts of Charity Funds, neither 
has the Board a staff adequate to the task of auditing such accounts, even if 
voluntarily furnished. 
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1 1 . Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1891, were duly audited 
hy the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct. The Accounts for the 
year ended December 31st, 1892, have been prepared and submitted for audit. 

12. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1892, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

13. Within the twelve months which have elapsed since our last report, a vacancy 
has been caused amongst us by the lamented death of the Hon. Judge Townshend. 
This vacancy has been filled by the appointment of the Bight Hon. Mr. Justice 
Johnson. A further vacancy has just been caused by the resignation of Mr. J. B. 
Murphy, Q.C., owing to ill-health. This vacancy has not yet been filled up.
